I.  It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  that  Douglas  S.  Byers,  our  former  director, 
died  in  his  sleep  in  Blue  Hill,  Maine,  on  October  27,  1978.  We  plan  to 
publish  his  Nevin  Shellheap  Report  as  a  memorial  volume  in  our  Archaeo- 
logical Papers. 

II.  Archaeological  Field  Research:  A  series  of  major  archaeological  programs 
is  planned  for  1979-1980.    This  is  in  keeping  with  the  major  purposes  in 
our  deed  of  gift  (as  interpreted  by  everybody  who  has  adequately  examined 
the  matter),  and  carries  on  the  tradition  initiated  with  the  1901  founding 
of  the  Foundation  with  full  approval  and  acknowledgment  of  Mr.  Peabody  who 
lived  until  March  of  1904.    After  all,  Charles  Peabody,  the  director,  un- 
dertook archaeological  excavations  in  Dorr  Mound,  Mississippi  from  May  11 
to  June  29,  1901,  in  the  Emerald  Mound  from  May  9  to  July  3,  1902,  in 
Jacob's  Cavern  from  April  19  to  May  23,  1903,  and  visited  Bushey  Cave  of 
Maryland  in  1904  in  preparation  for  its  archaeological  excavation,  while 
Moorehead,  the  curator,  was  actively  exploring  archaeol ogi cal ly  the  Andover 
Forts  from  1901  through  1904,  explored  archaeol ogical ly  Tennessee  flint 
quarries  in  the  summer  of  1902  ,  and  was  digging  mounds  in  Hopkinsvi 1 le , 
Kentucky,  and  excavated  Jacob's  Cavern  in  the  summer  and  spring  of  1903. 
Now  as  to  our  archaeological  fieldwork  in  1978. 

A.    The  director  made  two  brief  archaeological  field  trips  to  Mexico, 
one  in  April  to  study  the  results  of  the  Palo  Hueco  archaeological 
project  of  Jeff  Wilkerson  of  the  Florida  State  Museum,  and  to  discuss 
future  researches  on  the  lowland  Archaic.    Secondly,  in  August  to  Tehuacan 
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and  Oaxaca,  not  only  to  inspect  Drennan's  archaeological  excavations 
but  also  to  try  to  set  up  a  conference  on  the  Post-classic  of  the 
Mixteca-Puebl a  so  that  Ed  Sisson  could  write  up  his  Venta  Salada  materi- 
als.   An  archaeological  research  proposal  to  NSF  on  this  subject  was 
submitted. 

B.  Jane  Wheeler  spent  most  of  the  winter  and  spring  working  in  archaeo- 
zoology  with  the  CNRS  (Centre  National  de  Recherche  Scienti fique)  of 
France  in  Lima,  Peru. 

C.  Our  Palo  Blanco  Archaeological  Project,  in  Tehuacan ,  Mexico,  still 
with  some  of  our  equipment,  directed  by  Robert  Drennan,  formerly  of  the 
Foundati on  and  now  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  continued  to  carry 
on  our  twenty-year  research  program  in  the  Tehuacan  Valley.    This  is 
being  done  on  an  NSF  grant  now  administered  by  the  University  of  Michigan. 
Reports  of  the  four-months  fieldwork  by  C.  Spencer,  J.  Alden,  E.  Redmond, 
J.  Smith,  and  R.  Drennan  will  be  published  by  the  University  of  Michigan's 
Museum  of  Anthropology  in  their  Technical  Report,  No.  11. 

D.  The  Summer  School's  class  in  Anthropology  undertook  archaeological  excava- 
tions at  the  stratified  Poznick  Site  near  Lowell,  Massachusetts.    This  site 
has  a  5000-year  cultural  sequence  and  its  six-week  excavation  was  under 
the  able  direction  of  Gene  Winter,  a  research  associate  of  the  Foundation 
who  saw  to  it  that  archaeological  professional  standards  were  maintained. 

E.  Joan  Gero,  a  graduate  student  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  utilized 
the  Foundation's  specimens  for  many  months  in  connection  with  a  Harvard- 
University  of  Massachusetts  class,  while  Frank  McManamon  of  the  National 
Park  Service,  came  two  days  a  week  for  most  of  the  year  to  study  our  col- 
lections for  his  Cape  Cod  program. 


Publications :    Our  fine  record  of  archaeological  publications  by  the 
Peabody  staff,  not  only  fulfilling  Mr.  Peabody's  purpose  of  studying 
archaeological  specimens  "from  the  simple  to  the  complex,"  but  also  it 
means  we  were  able  "to  bring  as  clearly  as  possible,  and  in  the  most 
pleasant  way... the  knowledge  that  such  a  science  as  Archaeology  exists 
(a  specimen  I  did  not  learn  in  my  four  years)."    Again,  this  program  of 
archaeological  publication  was  initiated  when  Mr.  Peabody  was  alive  as 
Volume  1  of  the  Bulletins  was  being  prepared  in  1903  and  previous  other 
archaeological  reports  had  been  written.

C.    Future  Publication  Plans:  Also,  in  conjunction  with  our  NEH  grant  of  $113,000 
for  preparation  of  manuscript,  a  contract  for  publishing  for  the  Peabody 
Foundation  six  volumes  of  the  Ayacucho  Reports  by  the  University  of  Michigan 
was  finalized.    One  volume  was  sent  to  their  printer  in  August.    Also,  an 
agreement  was  made  with  the  National  Park  Service  for  the  re-publishing 
of  our  Pecos  Reports  which  would  give  ]2%  to  the  Foundation. 
Curatorial :    No  major  reforms  were  made  in  this  line.    In  keeping  with  a  major 
purpose  of  the  deed  of  gift,  Mr.  Peabody 's  collections  and  all  others  acquired 
with  his  research  funds  or  received  as  gifts  have  been  "preserved  with  all  care." 
In  fact,  arrangements  were  made  to  loan  the  Pecos  Collection  to  the  National  Park 
Service  for  their  new  museum  at  Pecos,  and  the  government  spent  about  $25,000 
preparing  and  even  better  preserving  this  collection,  as  well  as  seeing  that 
it  will  be  displayed  so  that  the  public  may  learn  that  "a  science  of  archaeology 
exists."    Almost  as  soon  as  the  Pecos  Collection  left  the  building,  another  col- 
lection from  the  Southwest,  valued  at  $100,000,  was  donated  by  Donnelley  Erdman 


and  it  was  repaired,'  curated,  made  ready  to  be  preserved,  and  integrated 
into  Mr.  Peabody's  collections.    Also,  during  the  year,  our  administrative 
assistant,  Theodora  George,  completed  cataloguing  the  extensive  Dr.  E.  E. 
Tyzzer  collection  consisting  of  some  6800  artifacts.    Finally,  our  new  custo- 
dian, Joe  Richard,  has  improved  and  better  preserved  the  facilities  of  the 
Peabody  building  itself. 

Educational  :    In  terms  of  education,  we  have  done  much  more  than  Mr.  Peabody's 
wish  by  giving  more  than  "an  occasional  lecture  by  the  Curator  on  something 
that  would  bring  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  all."  and  have  done  more  than 
the  original  director  and  curator  did  when  Mr.  Peabody  was  living.    They  gave 
absolutely  no  classes  but  gave  only  occasional  lectures,  or  smokers,  (to  draw 
students  who  otherwise  could  not  smoke  on  the  campus)  in  which  Moorehead  told 
tales  about  digging  mounds,  Sitting  Bull,  adventures  with  the  Navajo,  etc. 
Now,  the  curator  not  only  gives  (perhaps  illegally)  a  class  in  Archaeology 
for  Uppers,  but  also  a  class  in  Archaeology  is  given  in  the  Summer  School.  Fur- 
ther, both  the  director  and  curator  give  many  public  lectures  and  do  public 
relation  articles  and  receive  honor  that  bring  the  "subject  of  archaeology  to  the 
notice  of  all."    This  may  have  to  be  changed  as  giving  such  formal  classes  may, 
in  fact,  be  a  violation  of  Mr.  Peabody's  deed  of  gift  and  his  wishes. 
Administration :    As  always,  the  finances  of  the  Foundation  are  doing  very 
poorly.    Further  discussion  has  been  undertaken  about  the  future  of  the  Founda- 
tion, its  building,  its  specimens,  and  its  personnel.    No  decisions  have  been 
made  as  yet  but  changes  certainly  seem  necessary.
